Bases His Suggestion On Fact That Conferences Were

COLUMBUS, Dec. 22 —Two reasons 


constitute the basis 
for a request 


made by Gov. Cox that the state tax 
commission reconsider its order, is- 
sued on November 24, for re appraise- 


I ment ot real estate in 61 counties. 


The governor points out that tho 


commissions data is bused on -\ ah;a 
tions as they existed last jear, in- 
stead of this year, and that county of- 
ficials, instead of tax payers, for the 
most part, attended district confer- 
ences held by the commission. 


"It is a matter of common knowl- 


edge that in no year in tho history of 
the state have values manifested such 
a. lack of stability as during the last 
12 months," Governor Cox wrote to 
the commission 
"Might it not be de- 


sirable in view of this, to cause a re- 
survey to be made before taking defi- 
nite and -final action? 


"Would it not be well for you to 


give an opportunity for tax payers 
and public bodies generally to 
be 


heard before making your final order 
in this matter? If nothing else would 
be accomplished by such hearings, it 
would, at least, afford an opportunity 
to clear a good deal of misHnder- 
standtng which at present seems to 
exist in the public mind "
